Livestock Urogram. 


Our several county fairs aud live­ 
stock campaigns have inspired ti hefter 
interest in better bred stock. 
But de­ 
spite this, in a region better suited to 
stock raising than many, there is yet 
a lagging interest upon the part of the 
average form manager. 
Speaking gen­ 
erally, the conviction remains to be 
confirm ed that well bred stock are the 
best kind to keep since they are the 
m ore profitable. 
The continuation of 
effo rts along this line, the promotion 
o f county aud community fairs, the 
conduct of educational and inspira­ 
tional campaigns, should De the prime 
order o f work for the promotion aim. 
The county is lagging in two partic­ 
ular and profitable spheres of the big 
livestock 
industry— hogs 
and 
sheep. 
T ex a s people pay one hundred million 
dollars 
annually 
fur 
imported 
pork 
products, of which W ise county pays 
its proportional part. 
W e do not raise 
enough 
hogs and 
w e do not raise 
enough of feed crops to support a live­ 
stock program of consequence. 
Every 
possible encouragement should be e x ­ 
tended along these lines and thus stop 
or m inim ize the enormous drain on 
the local resources. 
H og fencing on 
farm s to make pasturing feasible and 
to cheapen cost of production would 
develop the industry in W ise county 
rapidly. 
The Decatur chamber of com­ 
merce presented th is latter view to a 
visiting representative of the packing 
interest recently and it has since been 
accepted and given state-wide circula­ 
tion in the press. 
Sheep would fill an equally profit­ 
able place on most farm s and, if kept 
in sufficient numbers, 
would appre­ 
ciably augment the farm revenues from 
the sale of wool and mutton and the 
saving of labor and w aste thru the 
destruction
